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REPORT. 


The  Committee  in  charge  of  the  Friends’  Free  Library 
and  Heading-room  report  that  during  the  year  1880 
four  hundred  and  fifty-two  volumes  were  added  to  the 
Library,  which,  after  deducting  twenty-seven  books  re¬ 
ported  by  the  Librarian  as  worn  out  or  missing  at  the 
time  of  making  this  report,  left  the  total  number  of 
volumes  belonging  to  the  institution  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  9,774. 

The  books  added  were  classed  as  follows :  History  89, 
Science  76,  Travels  63,  Biography  81,  Friends’  works  14, 
Educational  15,  Juvenile  34,  and  Miscellaneous  80. 
Most  of  these  were  purchased  by  the  Committee  with 
the  funds  in  their  hands,  while  for  a  considerable  num¬ 
ber  they  are  indebted  to  the  late  John  Livezey,  who  left 
his  books  to  the  Library.  The  titles  of  the  new  works 
will  be  found  in  the  catalogue  appended  to  this  report. 
(See  p.  10.) 

The  number  of  periodicals  and  newspapers  currently 
received  was  56,  an  increase  of  three  since  our  last  report. 
An  alphabetical  list  of  these  will  be  found  on  p.  9. 

The  circulation  of  volumes  during  the  year,  as  re¬ 
turned  by  the  Librarian,  was  as  follows :  History  1646, 
Science  1438,  Travels  2575,  Biography  2024,  Educa¬ 
tion  91,  Juvenile  3817,  Miscellaneous  1768.  Total 
number  of  volumes  issued,  13,459. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  the  loan  of  books,  whose 
names  had  not  been  theretofore  registered  as  using  the 
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library,  was  455,  of  whom  207  were  males  and  248 
females.  In  1879,  the  number  of  new  applicants  was  412. 

The  number  of  persons  taking  out  books  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  upwards  of  1,400,  as  against  1,200  the 
year  previous.  Of  these,  400  are  reported  by  the 
Librarian  to  have  been  children. 

The  number  of  recorded  visits  to  the  Library  was 
22,358,  about  one-tenth  of  which  fell  within  the  Seventh 
and  Eighth-months  (July  and  August),  when  the 
Library  was  open  only  from  4  P.  M.  till  sunset.  The 
weekly  average  of  visits  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
was  490. 

The  most  important  step  taken  during  the  year  by  the 
Committee  was  an  extension  of  the  hours  of  the  Library, 
which,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  months  named, 
have  been  heretofore  from  3  to  6  and  from  7  to  9.30,  P.M. 
As  the  number  of  books  and  readers  increased,  it  became 
evident  that  these  hours  were  insufficient  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  reading  community,  and  the  Committee 
determined  to  effect  a  change.  The  new  arrangement, 
by  which  the  doors  are  now^  open  from  10  A.  M.  to 
9.30  P.  M.,  on  every  week-day  except  Fifth-day  (Thurs¬ 
day),  when  they  are  open  only  from  3  to  9.30  P.  M., 
went  into  effect  on  the  3d  instant,  and  was  announced  to 
the  public  in  a  circular,  from  which  the  following 
extracts  may  be  reproduced : 

“In  announcing  this  change,  which  seemed  called  for 
by  the  growing  usefulness  of  the  Library,  it  may  be  well 
to  state  that  though  intended  more  especially  for  the 
benefit  of  working  people,  all  classes  of  the  community 
are  invited  to  make  free  use  of  it. 

“  No  attempt  is  made  to  draw  readers  by  trashy  or 
sensational  literature  of  any  kind.  Hence,  of  the  10,000 
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volumes  and  50  periodicals  on  its  shelves,  the  proportion 
of  those  which  have  a  merely  temporary  value,  or  no 
value  at  all,  is  unusually  small. 

“A  special  fund  exists  for  the  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals,  by  which  we  are  enabled  to  add  to  our  stock 
every  year  from  GOO  to  700  volumes  of  the  best  current 
literature,  but  as  the  income  from  this  source  is  appli¬ 
cable  to  no  other  purpose,  the  general  expenses — which 
by  the  new  arrangement  will  be  materially  increased — 
must  be  met,  as  heretofore,  principally  by  voluntary 
contributions.  The  Committee  must  therefore  look  not 
only  for  a  continuance  of  the  generous  liberality  of  its 
old  subscribers,  but  for  additional  help  from  others  who 
appreciate  the  advantages  of  such  an  institution  to  the 
community. 

“  Our  fellow-townsmen  are  cordially  invited  to  make 
free  use  of  the  Library  themselves  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  Committee  in  extending  its  usefulness.” 

As  it  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  the  expense  entailed 
will  be  more  than  compensated  by  the  benefits  resulting 
from  the  change,  the  Committee  venture  to  hope  that 
the  friends  of  the  Library  will  find  in  this  consideration 
an  additional  claim  to  their  support.
